The full extent of the damages 
done by the storms of Saturday and 
Sunday has not yet been determined, 
though none seeim to have been 
very destructive to property. 

Probably the greatest injury was 
done to wheat standing in shocks in 
fields. The windstorm of Saturday 
uncapped a great deal of wheat, and 
as the rain came down in torrents it 
was utterly impossible to do any- 
thing towards recapping until after 
the exposed shocks had been thor- 
oughly saturated, which cannot fai 
to more or less injure the crops of 
those who happened to be in the 
track of the wind. The rain was 
very heavy, .85 inches falling Satur- 
day. 

The rain was general throughout, 
the county, and, barring the injury 
to the wheat, was of great benefit to 
the farmers. Tobacco plants were 
in great need of rain, though there 
were scarcely any plants to increase 
the acreage. Corn in some sections 
began to show need of rain also. 

A great rain, wind and electric 
storm struck the city Sunday morn- 
ing, and at 11 o'clock, just as the 
ministers had begun their sermons, 
the tripartite combination broke 
loose in all its fury. The deep-toned 
thunder, lurid flashes of lightning, 
high wind and sheets water of at- 
tracted more attention than the mes- 
sages being delivered by the preach 
Some of them, however, nothing 
daunted by the fury of the elements, 
followed the preachers in their argu- 
ments, while a few lost the min- 
ister's message altogether. 

Rev. E. H. Bull, during the storm 
in the morning, stated that In was 
preaching in a church once when the 
building was struck by lightning, 
but he didn't continue his discourse 
afterwards. This was not. encour- 
aging, but his congregation stayed 
with him to the close of his 15-min- 
ute sermon. Just after beginning 
the sermon at night another storm 
broke forth and people began leav- 
ing. Mr. Bull took the sense of the 
people as to whether or not he 
should close the service. It was de- 
cided to go on with the sermon. 

During the sermon Sunday morn- 
ing the congregation at the Baptist 
church were disturbed by a 3troke 
of lightning which seemed to have 
struck something too near about for 
peace of mind. Several jumped to 
their feet, but resumed their seats 
when they realized nothing had 
happened. The odor of sulphur was 
more in evidence than the perfume 
of violets, heliotrope, apple blos- 
etc

RUSSIA'S PREMIER 



WITTE'S SUCCESSOR AS HEAD 
OF GOVERNMENT. 




M. Oor.tnyktn's Career— Lonir an 
Enemy of the Deposed Pre- 
mier— Snid to Be ft 
Weak Man. 

The news In America of the down 
fall of Wltte and his conservative 
policy for Russia has caused \ 
spread Interest, for the Russian dip- 
lomat quite won the admiration ot 
the American people by his able and 
dignified conduct during the Russian- 
Japanese peace negotiations. Wine's 
overthrow Is accepted In Russia as a 
victory for the reactionaries, and peo- 
ple In this country are asking what 
kind of a man Is to be his successor. 

M. Ooremykln. the new premier, is 
not only regarded as a reactionary but 
the general opinion Is that he Is not 
equal to the task of facing the coming 
crisis. His elevation to the premier- 
ship has created amazement. He has 
long been an untiring enemy of De 
Wltte. He is largely interested in 
dairy farming, and. in fact, as a milk 
dealer supplies most of the milk used 
in 8t. Petersburg, and haa been 
dubbed "The Milk Dealer."

Slplagurne was a victim of 
hla own harsh energy, for I 
killed by a terrorist bomb. 

While Ooremykln was minister of 
the interior he had made a r 
the emperor to the effect that the sto- 
ries of famine and suffering which 
were said to exist in certain provinces 
were untrue. Do Wltte, who then 
minister of finance, thereupon pro- 
duced documents to prove that the 
conditions In the interior were aa bad 
aa they had been represented to b».

The minister was so overcome t! 
the emperor himself brought him a 
glass of water. 

Ooremykln. dismissed from o 
nursed his hatred of De Wltte. 
Joined the Von Plehve faction and 
a part of the cabal which overthrew 
Wltte aa minister of naanqa la 
1101. He ww rewarded with the 
chairmanship of the agrarian oemmls- 
slon. When De Wltte became premier 
he removed his old enemy from o«oe. 

The wheel of political fortunes haa 
turned again and once more De Witts 
is down and Ooremykln la up. De 
Witte, unquestionably the biggest man 
In public life here, goes out unwept 
and unsung and amid the rejoiotaga 
of the reactionists, who bate the lib- 
erals and who dlatrust him. Yet evaa 
to-day it la predicted that when the 
next great crisis comes the emperor 
will be forced to summon De Wltte 
from his retirement.
